3. The objections and rejections set forth in the prior Office action are withdrawn in 
view of the amendment. The cited prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed 
process in which the biodegradable polymer comprises a poly(meth)acrylate skeleton or 
in which the hydrophobic polymer (polystyrene) is used in conjunction with an 
amphipathic (amphiphilic) polymer. 



4. Claim 15 objected to because of the following informalities: the second instance 
of a before poly(meth)acrylate should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required.

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

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basic skeleton is indefinite because it implies that the hydrophobic polymer may 
be either a poly(meth)acrylate or a polystyrene and that the biodegradable 
polymer may be either a poly(meth)acrylate or a polystyrene. This claim would 
better read said hydrophobic polymer comprises a polymer having a polystyrene 
basic skeleton and said biodegradable polymer comprises a polymer having a 
poly(meth)acrylate basic skeleton. 

B. In claim 1 7, said amphiphilic polymer lacks antecedent basis.
